H ush, hark ! a deep sound 
Strikes like a rt6ing knell;

Did ye not hear it? 
It is Sunday in Santa Kcsa, and the 
deep sound is the Mare Island Band that 
accompanies the Vallejo Baseball Club to 
enter in combat w ith the Santa Rosas in 
their own territory. 
Fully 500 people ar­ 
rived on the special train, and marching 
up Fourth street the procession was quite 
imposing. 
T he music rolls out in great 
waves in the calm Sabbath air, and the 
pieasiDg strains of a popular air compels 
even unw illing ears to listen. 
These 
bursts of uproarious hilarity that tear the 
holy .,*.iet of Sunday are not right - they 
are like unto a pica space in a stick of 
nonpareil; but in the words of that good 
old proverb, “ W hat are we going to do 
about it?’’ 
On the same principle that 
some parents take the children to the 
circus to see the animals, I went to the 
game to furnish an account of it for the 
edification of the public. A match re­ 
ported by one who does not know an 
“inniu’ ” from an “o u tiu ."’ or the honie- 
plate from the home missionary plate, 
must necessarily be bristling with interest 
for all who understand the proceedings 
tlioroughlv. 
W e are all on a street car and ready to 
s ta rt; the town and his wife are there. 
The little machine that has trundled along 
the track empty many trips through the 
week, with no occupation for the factotum 
(combination driver, 
conductor, peanut 
agent and tim e table), except to larrup his 
little butf mule with a butterfly net, is now 
doing a land-office business. 
Like some 
over-ripe pod that has bnrst asunder and 
spilis its contents, tlley hang out and over 
and around, and even on top, and all 
wearing the most jovial humor imaginable. 
Swinging around the curves the car creaks 
and groans like a ship wrestling with the 
breakers, and fairly threatens to wrench 
the beams apart. 
The hangers-on, who 
have abandoned themselves to the jollity of 
the occasion, are almost flung off like a 
meteor that takes a trip through space, but 
with a grab for a firmer hold and a cheer­ 
ful howl the car goes rattling down the 
stony street (“ ”). 
Everybody is clamoring and elbowing to 
get there first, and the grand stand is 
rapidly filled. 
The “crank’s stand” is a 
private cage erected by devotees of the 
game, and dedicated to the cranques whose 
tastes are centered in this sport. 
Needless 
to mention, it was packed and jammed to 
overflowing, three deep, with throats that 
were lustily enthusiastic. 
The small boy 
was out en masse. 
As it is said of the 
poor, “Ye have him w ith ye always.” 
Some unfortunate lew had not amassed 
the sum necessary to gain admittance at 
the gate of the enchanted spot (10 cents), 
but with enviable enterprise he managed 
to be there. 
A t one corner of the great corral is a 
windmill and tank, and adhering to its 
surface like barnacles on a ship’s hulk, 
these little objects were dotted thickly. 
In a tall tree were perched as many more, 
like monkeys that chatter and swing in 
the branches of the tropical forests. 
On a 
roof half a mile away two men squatted, 
like Mohammedans at prayer on their 
housetop. 
To enjoy a game half a mile 
distant, dutehiDg the shingles with tooth 
and nail, with the .September sun trick­ 
ling down in torrid little shafts, one 
should be entitled to a little throne in the 
cranks’ corner. 
The grand stand was a sea of faces, to 
use a stereotyped phrase. 
A stovepipe hat 
and side-whiskers that were almost cleri­ 
cal would jostle in tlo-e proximity to a young 
“cullud gem’man” with a tuberose in his 
buttonhole and a smile th at sought d¡li» 
gently for a respon.-ive glance. 
Long 
rows of vehicles are drawn up, and every 
once in so often a policeman goes flying 
across the fields, his long blue coat-tails 
stirring the drowsy air. and bodily lifts 
some dainty phaeton out of the sacred 
precincts of the chalk line. 
A pilgrim's 
dustv-shod foot in a tem ple of the P er­ 
sians could not cause greater consternation 
and commotion than for some sacrilegious 
outsider to stroll into the bounds of the 
mystic ring. 
A youthful tornado in a straw hat 
drawls, “ P'nuts o-o-nly a nickel-a-bag,” 
and the echo of his tender song is, “Aw, 
gwout to the graveyard ’n sell ’em.” 
The atmosphere is a trifle stifling until 
a breeze comes loitering along and drops 
in to stay a m inute and see how the game 
goes, when it flits on over the hills and far 
away. 
The air is languid and lazy, and 
the blue haze settles down more dense as 
the hours creep on. 
To the east lies the 
little city in its Sunday clothes. The very 
air takes on a quieter mood on the seventh 
day. 
The spires of the church houses 
point upward through the biue, a warning 
finger to the riotous revelers. 
The city 
sits at the foot of the rugged hills, which 
are very beautiful to look upon, 
it sug­ 
gests one of the am phitheaters of old, 
when instead of youths in fantastic dress 
who tear around the field for amusement, it 
was a frail human life pitted against a cruel 
beast. 
Tne hills are our walls, tall and 
magnificent; the great dome of heaven is 
our canopy, blue and measureless. 
W hat 
more could one desire ? 
A flock of black 
birds circles and wheels overhead, now in 
orderly precision, now swooping down 
edgewise, and again rising in a great black 
cloud and away. 
Under this lazy and fascinating influ­ 
ence my thoughts had deserted the pres 
ent, but was recalled to reality from the 
dream of gladiators and chariot races, and 
made to feel frightfully modern by my 
companions beating the planks and giving 
utterance to demoniacal yells.

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A want much felt and not often men­ 
tioned by those who w rite for and about 
players is the juvenile leading lady, or, as 
some of the stage managers call her, the 
“emotional ingenue.” If you stop to think 
about the stage and the ladies you know 
upon it, you will be satisfied that I am 
right. 
Y et many will he found to take 
exception to uiy assertion, and immedi­ 
ately begin to run over a lot of ladies’ 
names to disprove w hat I have claimed. 
But I know I am right, because I have 
conversed with stage managers and play­ 
wrights on the subject, and have been in­ 
formed by them th at there is not half a 
dozen young girls on the American stage 
to-day fit to play Juliet, K ing E ene’s 
Daughter, Cymbeline, 
RosaHnd, Julia. 
Frou-Frou, and many other characters 
which call for youth prim arily in their 
impersonations, and emotional force, nat­ 
ural, but not the product of experience or 
age. 
I do not find it necessary to mention or 
discuss the capabilities of the ladies who 
are either starring over the continent orare 
playing leading business in the few stock 
companies to be found thereon. 
To all I 
take off’ my hat and say: “ You are charm ­ 
ing, talented and beautiful, but—” 
W ell, it is useless to proclaim the latter 
half of the thought, because the actresses 
have made their mark and have won their 
way to their present positions in the pro­ 
fession by years of toil and hard work. 
They own what they possess; it was their 
achievement. 
Still they leave me as I 
was, regretting that we have not half a 
dozen “ youthful emotional ingenues” in 
this country to-day who can look as well 
as act the great roles of the young women 
of the classical drama. 
W hat is worse, I fear that up to date we 
have not made any serious attem pt to edu­ 
cate or even too seek those who m ight be 
educated and trained to do the work. 
As 
a rule, most of the ladies who have sought 
distinction in or laid their bands upon the 
mantles and scepters of dram atic queens 
have emulated the Gauls, Goths and Huns, 
who overran the empire, and have com­ 
m itted a sort of sacrilege against Art, for 
these beautiful usurpers have had no other 
claim to the eminence they seized than 
that which was given them by money, 
social standing and ambitious assurance. 
There is no tragedy queen upon this con­ 
tinent now who is native and to the man­ 
ner born. 
There is no empress of human 
nature to control and illustrate its finest 
emotions. 
W e have ladies who can look a 
part, but cannos play i t ; we have girls 
whose miens and visages suggest passion, 
poesy and fervor, but whose actions and 
voices arabiowerless to express them. 
In 
short, we seem to have the crude m aterial 
in abundance, but investigation shows that 
it possesses only the outward seemiDg of 
the soul, and not the soul itself. 
We have suffered from an overweening 
ambition, which is national, and which 
has taught those who desired to act to 
plunge right into the m iddleof things 
theatrical, and to declare themselves mon- 
archs, if they only had money enough to 
hire a company and get an opening. 
In 
the U nited States money will come pretty 
nearly doing everything upon the stage for 
an insolent beginner, if she be a woman. 
A ll she has to do is to signify her purpose 
of starring, engage a skilled manager, 
place her bank account at his disposal and 
await developments. Nobody asks whether 
she can act or not. 
She has money, lots of 
it—that is sufficient. She and the business 
manager must do the rest. 
The public 
must he compelled to accept her. 
Emotional stars are manufactured easily 
in America, but they shed a very dim 
light upon the stage and are generally de­ 
void of genuine luster. 
There is a sense of dissatisfaction in the 
profession on this point, and a growing de­ 
sire for a better state of things. 
Play­ 
wrights are tired of having their best 
pieces fail because of the incompetency of 
the leading ladies, who bought their titles 
to the principal roles and ffiurdered them 
with their incompetency. 
Stage managers are indignant because 
they are compelled to train manifestly stu­ 
pid people for parts of which they can 
never hope to be able to comprehend a 
tithe. And the hard-working, experienced 
ladies of the profession regard as upstarts 
those whose money or social backing alone 
gave them the leading part in the play. 
Mind you, nobody objects to a wealthy 
woman’s theatrical whim ! Nobody, in the 
profession at all events, takes umbrage at 
her desire to star in a play, if she only has 
the money to foot the bills. 
Indeed, pro­ 
fessional people generally hail her as a 
welcome arrival, from whom much ad­ 
vantage and a season’s profitable work may 
be derived. 
The chief source of sorrow just now to 
playwrights, managers and public, how­ 
ever. is the scarcity of competent emotional 
actresses. Somehow or other the girls of 
America take to comedy and farce more 
naturally than to tears and tragedy. 
As 
one of the best-known comediennes of the 
day said to me one evening this week: 
“There is more money and fame in one 
laugh than there is in a shower of tears on 
the stage. So there is no use in becoming a 
tragedienne.” 
I ventured to suggest th at Bernhardt, 
Neilton, Cushman, Marv Scott Siddons, 
Mary Anderson and one or two more had 
not found tears and tragedy unprofitable. 
To this she simply replied: 
“ Yes, they 
found gold in tears; hut only one of them 
reigneil at a time, and I might add that 
there was room for only one of them at a 
time, whereas the whole world wants the 
comedienne and the soubrette.” 
H ere was a point which impinged me 
painfully, and I could not enter into any 
discussion of the theory, for I could not 
accept or tram ple beneath my feet the 
sordid proposition that all women were ac­ 
tuated in their devotion to art by thegold 
they should derive from it. 
Y et I was and am forced to adm it that 
there is grave reason to believe that nine- 
tenths of the ladies who go on the stage 
to-day do so for gain, lucre and wealth, 
rather than for honor or fame. 
This will 
account in a large measure for the absence 
of the “emotional ingenue,” for it is unde­ 
niable that the popular taste runs to farce 
rather than to fervor, and th at a jig or a 
comic song reaches their souls more read­ 
ily than the finest speech in Shakespeare. 
Yes, the soubrette and the song-and- 
dance artists have almost driven the emo­ 
tional ingenues and leading juveniles from 
the stage, and men and women are more 
apt to laugh at the agony of Hazel K irke 
and the potion scene of Juliet than to be 
thrilled or overawed by them . 
For the past 6is years we have been 
doing our best to make the American pub­ 
lic laugh, and playwrights of this epoch 
have exhausted their cerebral fecundity 
and inventive geniu* by their efforts to 
produce laughter-provoking situations and 
skits, and they succeeded so well th at they 
enlisted the entire force of capable and in ­ 
capable comedians in the profession, and 
induced many hundreds of others, who 
never dreamed of being actors, to join the 
farcical cohorts. 
Men and women turned 
aside from domestic melodrama and classi­ 
cal plays, or they went to see them just as 
they went to chnrch—as a mere matter of 
duty. ^ Consequently the occupation of the 
“emotional ingenue” was gone, and sh? bail 


either to become a comedienne at once or 
go, too. 
The young ladies who had been taught 
to act as “emotional ingenues” immediately 
began to learn to dance and to cultivate 
merrier vocal cadences and livelier pedal 
movements. 
They were told whenever 
they applied for "positions in any of the 
companies going upon the road that they 
must be prepared to sing or dance, as oc­ 
casion required, but that they would be 
called upon to “do a little bit of legitim ate 
acting” just to keep the farcical skit 
w ithin the realm of common sense. 
W e have very few emotional ingenues 
available since farce and vaudeville in­ 
vaded the best theaters, and consequently 
we have very few playwrights engaged 
upon the construction of sensible plays, 
because the public does not seem to want 
them, and because there are very few 
players able to interpret them. 
I ata not condemning laugh-provocative 
pieces or people. 
On the contrary, I ap­ 
plaud them as the friends cf an over­ 
worked and care-cankered public. 
But I 
regret the disappearance of the “emo­ 
tional ingenue,” and long for the restora­ 
tion to its proper place on the stage of 
wholesome drama by native dramatists. 
I think we are coming ' upon a period 
when the demand for “emotional ingenues” 
will increase. 
Already there are mana­ 
gers in this vicinity who believe that a 
first-rate “ingenue” w ith a strong play 
would be the most potent attraction on the 
various circuits. 
Charles Frohm an told 
me the other day th at a young, pretty 
woman, with ability to act in the legiti­ 
mate drama, would make more money 
than any farce-comedy in existence. 
O ther managers of experience pointed to 
the success of “Shenandoah” and “H eld by 
the Enemy” as valuablesigns of the times. 
They also said that plays like “The Wife,” 
“The Charity Ball” and the “M aister of 
Woodbarrow” indicate a revival of popular 
interest in serious plays. 
“But,” said one of them, “where will we 
find the players to play them ? 
W e have 
lots of men who have been trained to se­ 
rious business, and lots of ladies in middle 
life capable of excellent work in the old- 
woman roles. 
We have soubrettes by the 
dozen and comediennes, but we have no 
emotional ¡Dgenues who can look like 
young girls. 
Y’es, I’ll adm it that Dan 
Frohm an and A. M. Palm er have a few of 
them —Annie Eussel), Miss Burroughs and 
others I could mention, such as M innie 
Seligman. 
But, again, I say, outside of 
these, who is there? 
Nobody. 
I tell vou 
we lack young emotional actresses, and the 
manager who wants one will have to seek 
her in England. 
H e cannot find her in 
America,” 
I suggested the schools of acting. 
H e 
smiled and said: “Y’ou would scarcely seek 
a surgeon for a capital operation among 
the students of the College of Surgeons in 
New York.” 
H e was right, I found after careful in­ 
quiry ; and it was quite evident that there 
are fewer young emotional actresses in 
America now than there were ten years 
ago. 
A t th at tim e one could get Mary 
Anderson, Georgia Cay van, Carrie Turner, 
K ate Forsythe, Effie Éllsler and a dozen 
other young ladies of remarkable ability, 
fitted by nature, talent and years for the 
youngest roles of the standard drama. 
To-day, in the opinion of the most in­ 
terested parties—the managers and authors 
—there are few girls competent to take 
the places occupied ten years ago by the 
artists above mentioned. 
The leading managers are alive to the 
condition of things and have begun to 
think that the stock company must be re­ 
established in all the big cities, to save the 
better class of drama from decay and to 
educate artists competent to interpret P. 
One of them said on this subject a week 
ago that if the stock companies were not 
revived there would soon be nothing but 
opera bouflers and variety and vaudeville 
artists in the profession. 
Even now it was 
almost impossible to cast a strong play 
satisfactorily without English aid. 
There is not one known to the present 
regime of theatricals who can be expected 
to reign either as a great queen of tragedy 
or a great emotional society actress. C’ogh- 
lan has succeeded herself, so to speak, be­ 
cause she has begun to star after she abdi­ 
cated at W allacks. 
But who is there to 
take the places once occupied by Eose 
Eytinge, Agnes Ethel, Sara Jew ett and 
Clara M orris? 
There may be some on this continent, 
but I do not know them, and, w hat is more 
to the purpose, the managers tell me that 
they do not know of them either. 
W e 
need young emotional actresses. 
W e can raise them only in the stock 
company.

NOTES. 


The 
Sacramento 
School 
of Design 
opened for its winter term in the E. B. 
Crocker A rt G allery October 1st. 
There 
is a fair attendance. 
The school is one of 
the best. 
In its five years of life it has 
had success of the first order, and has 
turned out some of the brightest art stu­ 
dents in the State. 
It possesses superior 
advantages as to location, study room and 
contiguity to the A rt Gallery. The school 
deserves liberal support, and if it is to ful­ 
fill its mission, must have it. 
The only way in which Mr. Balfour 
would consent to let Alma Tadema paint 
his picture was “to catch him as he could.” 
Alma Tadema has, therefore, had to work 
by remaining w ith the Chief Secretary in 
his room while he was engaged in the or­ 
dinary business of the day, and taking 
notes and studies for the purpose of his 
pictures as chance served. 
The excitement th at is filling the air in 
regard to Sybil Johnstone’s impersonation 
of Iza in “The Clemeuceau Case” is most 
certainly demoralizi ig. 
It is not a ques­ 
tion of w hether the artist’s model, sup­ 
posed to be nude, should be draped or 
uudraped. 
The actress is right in her idea 
that slight drapery is indecently sugges­ 
tive. 
The wrong, however, and the great­ 
est indecency and the part that admits of 
no argument, is the mistake of opening the 
studio door, even on the stage, to a pro­ 
miscuous public, a public that is without 
sym pathy or general knowledge of the art 
soul th at places the model beyond any in­ 
dividual or personal thought. 
The actress 
may be sacrificing herself to her art, but 
she does not stop to consider that she is 
sacrificing also a sacredness of studio life, 
and possibly is exposing her ignorance oi 
the innate refinement of even the most 
hardened professional model. 
No artist 
would open his door to any one outside of 
the art world, and no model would pose 
for an instant if she discovered the glances 
of curious eyes. 
Says the Chicago Herald: 
“Possibly 
you have heard this story. 
A professional 
model, who had supported herself for 
years in this way, was posing one morning 
before a very large class. 
She had been 
standing there for nearly an hour, when 
suddenly she gave a terrible scream and 
jumped behind a screen. 
She could not be 
induced to pose again until some men who 
were fixing the skylight were sent away. 
She had looked up and discovered a man 
peering at her through a broken glass. 
It 
is possible there are exceptions, and a 
touch of life is given to the painting 
through the artist having more than a pro­ 
fessional interest in the model. 
Generally 
speaking, however, the model is no more 
to the artist than is the patient to a phy­ 
sician. 
A prom inent artist said, during 
New York's previous excitement over the 
nude in art, that models were no more to 
the artist than so much clay, and that he 
had known of an artist painting all day 
from the nude model without addressing a 
word to her other than to suggest change 
of pose, and then going to his hotel and 
watching, with the most vivid interest, 
just a shadow on a curtain, across the way, 
of a woman disrobing. 
A man’s art, from 
a man’s life, like his love is a thing apart.”

Perhaps no names are so widely or 
favorably known to the lovers of modern 
minstrelsy as those of Barney Fagan and 
Bob Slavin. Both have been the leaders in 
their respective lines for the past decade, 
one as a deviser of picturesque dances and 
drills, the other as a grotesque character 
comedian. 
The two have decided to dis­ 
card black face and concentrate their 
talents in the presentation of spectacular 
farce comedy. 
Fagan will look after the 
spectacular and musical end of the enter­ 
tainm ent and attem pt, with the pliable 
forms of graceful and pretty women, novel 
terpsicliorean displays fashione 1 somewhat 
after what he has already succeeded in 
accomplishing with unwieldly men. 
The 
venture will be under the im mediate man­ 
agement of E. G. Gilmore, one of the 
owners of the New Y’ork Academy of 
Music, and A lexander Comstock, business 
manager of that house, two of New Y’ork’s 
most successful managers. 
A farce comedy 
is now being w ritten which will furnish 
the ex minstrels with illim itable scope for 
creating diversion in their different de­ 
partments. 
The step is not an unimport- 
and one, and is likely to possess the double 
result of liitiug Fagan and Slavin out of 
and above minstrelsy to that place in the 
front ranks of legitimate amusements to 
which their individual creative talents 
justly entitle them, and, incidentally, add­ 
ing considerably to their exchequers as 
well as to those of the shrewd men who 
are to manage the unique enterprise. 
The 
purpose of the projectors of the new form 
of entertainm ent will he to mingle with 
all the spectacular beauties of an extrava­ 
ganza the element of grotesque fun which 
contributes so m aterially to the success of 
farce comedy. 
The title of the play in 
which the famous pair are to appear is 
suggestive of good things. 
It is “A H igh 
Roller.” 
DENMAN THOMPSON, 
It is not probable that Denman Thomp­ 
son will ever again be seen on the road. 
His “Old Homestead,” now about to begin 
its fourth year at the New Y’ork Academy, 
promises to become a fixture in the me­ 
tropolis and has already yielded him a 
princely fortune. 
In addition to this he 
has a snug income from his road company. 
Besides. Denman is advancing in years, 
being now nigh three score. 
W hile the 
veteran actor’s generosity is proverbial, he 
still believes in keeping the golden fruits 
of his grand play w ithin his own family. 
Two daughters and a son were members of 
the Academy company last year, and 
when the season closed in New Y’ork open­ 
ings were made for them in the prosperous 
road company of which his son-in-law, E. 
A. M cFarland is manager. 
Mr. Thomp­ 
son’s new play, “The Two Sisters,” does 
not seem to possess as many glorious beau­ 
ties as the “Old Homestead.” 
It has been 
on the road two seasons, and has not thus 
far increased the bank account of Uncle 
Joshua to any great extent. 
Its present 
season’s tour will be confined to 
the 
sm aller towns. O f course Denman Thomp­ 
son never goes with it. 
H e devotes three- 
fourths of each year to appearing in the 
“Old Homestead” at the Academy, and re­ 
tires to his farm in Swansea during the 
three warmer months. 


LIONS ON THE STAGE

oxygen and hydrogen unite let us believe 
that the world is less arid than it would 
have been if Dion Boucicault had not 
lived.” 
Professor Tyndall, who has ju st reached 
his 70th year, spent his birthday in his 
Swiss chalet, high up among the glaciers 
upon which so much of his thought was 
spent more than a quarter of a _ century 
ago. 
Even at 70 his gaunt and wiry frame 
is equal to the minor fatigues of Alpine 
climbing; and there is probably not an 
Englishman—or, more correctly, an Irish­ 
man—living who knows the mountain 
passes better than he. 
It is just thirty 
years since his “Glaciers of the Alps,” the 
first of a series of exhaustive works on the 
subject, was published. 
Since the four 
years he spent among the glaciers in prep­ 
aration and research for his book, Professor 
Tyndall has entertained a warm affection 
for Switzerland.

The Living Church of Chicago says: 
“The country has been greatly agitated 
over the Louisiana lottery business, and 
well it may be. 
It is a shameful affair, a 
disgrace not only to that fair State, but to 
our whole land. 
It is not, however, our 
present purpose to say more about it. 
But we do call attention to that which in 
this connection has not been so much us 
mentioned. 
The secular papers are elo- 
querit over the im morality of people in 
Louisiana, but th e i cannot be ignorant 
of the lottery business carried on in the 
full glare of open day in almost every 
Roman Catholic parish iu the land. 
In 
our opinion it is more demoralizing than 
the Louisiana lottery, because it is con­ 
ducted by a great and powerful church. 
Are lotteries wrong, im moral? 
II they 
are, then the Roman Church is, in this re­ 
spect, an immoral wrong.” 
On the same subjeet the New York In' 
dependent observes: 
“ We would like in a 
kindly way to call the attention of our 
Catholic brethren to the fact that gam ­ 
bling is carried on at their fairs to a vastly 
greater 
extent 
that at 
corresponding 
Protestant entertainm ents whose ptirp sc 
is to make money. 
H ere is a clipping 
from one of the daily papers in reference 
to a picnic of a certain St. Peter’s parish, 
where 4,000 were in attendance: ‘There 
was great interest in the various contests 
for prizes. 
F ather M anlv’s blooded horse 
was drawn by ticket Ño. 1,G$0. Over 
2,000 tickets were sold at $1 each on the 
horse.’ 
And yet the oldest pastoral letter 
that has come down to us, written in the 
Latin language by a Bishop of Rome, was 
devoted to the sin of gambling.” 
“It strikes us,” says the Boston JFafeá- 
rnan, “that to convert the pulpit into a 
propaganda for various social doctrines, 
the truth of which is in dispute among 
good and thoughtful men, is to make m at­ 
ters worse and not better, and thus to fail 
to accomplish one of the prim e objects of 
the church—the bringing of human be­ 
ings together as members of the same 
family. 
W e thank God that there is an 
organization like the church, in which all 
men can meet and mingle if they will. 
* * 
* 
If ever such an organization was 
needed, it is iu davs like these, when 
there are so many disintegrating influ­ 
ences in society; and we cannot hel:> feel­ 
ing that the m inisters of the Republic are 
acting judiciously in pursuing the policy 
for which they are sometimes so thought­ 
lessly and even brutally condemned. 
All, 
then, that the conscientious m inister of 
Jesus Christ needs to do, when he is criti­ 
cised for not turning his pulpit into a 
platform for the discussion of social ques­ 
tions, that divide the best and the wisest 
of men, is to preach the gospel, and do 
what he can to increase the number of 
real Christians. 
H e cannot be expected 
to please some m e n ; Jie is sure to be 
called hard names and to be accused of 
truckling to the rich and the pow erful; 
hut if his heart acquit him of the charge 
brought against him, he can afford to keep 
patiently at work and let God vindicate 
his course,” 
The, Central 
Christian 
Advocate 
(St. 
Louis) remarks: 
“ W hat would be the 
condition of affairs if the religious men in 
position, the leading laymen of the vari­ 
ous churches and the ministry, should 
keep silence on the moral aspect of pubiic 
affairs, and refuse to render any service in 
the interest of the moral reforms of the 
day ? 
W hen a m inister is thoroughly 
honest and has no party to serve, it is a 
very easy m atter to advocate the moral 
side of political questions. 
H e is not to 
discuss the parties, but to advocate moral 
reform; not to tell men how to vote, lint to 
show them the moral qualities of public 
questions, to quicken the conscience, aud 
urge upon the citizens the true theory of 
political life. 
H e does not need to take 
any part in practical politics beyond vot­ 
ing. 
O ther persons can conduct the pri­ 
maries and nominate the candidates and 
stand guard at the polls, but in the pulpit 
the 
m inister 
will 
condemn 
immoral 
methods, he wiil critici-e immoral men 
who are in public life, he wiil teach men 
the value of party action and the value of 
independency. 
If it he said th at all such 
labor is thrown away, we need only refer 
to the influence of public opinion on Con­ 
gress within this year in the consideration 
of moral questions. 
W hat would have 
been the present state of the Mormon 
question, for instance, if the pulpit and re­ 
ligious journalism had left the m atter en­ 
tirely to the politicians?” 
The New Y’ork Independent says: “In 
an article in the Centum Magazine for Sep­ 
tember, w ritten by Professor Shields and 
approved by Bishop Potter, is the follow­ 
ing paragraph: 
‘The situation of the 
Christian denominations in modern society 
is not unlike that of a wrangling army 
amid invading foes. 
It is no petty quar­ 
rel before the onset, but a bitter feud in 
mid-battle. 
The contending factions have 
become so absorbed that they do not even 
see the hosts mustering around them and 
the ranks closing in upon them. 
Worst of 
all, they have neither organization nor 
leadership in their hour of peril.’ 
I t is 
worth while to consider how far this is 
true. 
Of course it is not true as between 
Protestant denominations. 
The Presbvte- 
rians have no such bitter ‘feud' with the 
Congregaticnalists, nor 
the 
Methodists 
w ith the Baptists. 
Indeed, there is a 
kindly sympathy generally existing be­ 
tween the bodies, and an honest rivalry to 
see which will do the most for the general 
cause. 
The most that can be said is that 
some members of certain denominations, 
not the largest, are denying the rights of 
the officers in the other bodies to hold a 
commission in the army. 
But that is of 
small account. 
The Professor and the 
Bishop must refer to the difference between 
Protestants and Roman Catholics, and that 
there is a great deal of such conflict and 
feud caunot be denied. 
H ere we see rival 
Bishops and rival churches and non-inter­ 
course and disfellowship. 
This is sad 
enough, in view of ‘the hosts mustering 
around them,’ but even so these hosts are 
losing ground all the time.” 


The CiiUrehman says that a favorite im­ 
plication of contemporary secular criticism 
is “ that the Christian Church has so de­ 
generated from the ideal of the founder of 
Christianity that H e would liad him self a 
stranger within its walls. 
The critic goes 
further, and asks, with a sneer, whether 
Jesus would be a welcome guest, and, 
were H e to find an entrance, would he un­ 
derstand the worship addressed to H im ­ 
self? 
The easy charge is preferred that 
He would probably lie asked to ‘ move o n ' 
from the doors of his temple, and that He 
would not be respectable enough to sit in 
the elegantly upholstered pews in the dim 
religious light of windows that represent 
Him and H is apostles. 
All this is very 
cheap writing indeed. 
It is the easiest 
sort of composition, and popular also be­ 
cause of the daring contrasts it suggests. 
But it is so miserably and pitiably false 
and misleading. 
It implies that a beauti­ 
ful church edifice is contrary to the spirit 
of Christianity. 
It declares, in so many 
words, that stained glass, brass lecterns, 
marble fonts, rich altar cloths and cush­ 
ioned pews are a waste of money. 
I t as­ 
serts that modern forms of worship are so 
alien to the simple tastes of Jesus that He 
would be confused and indignant at them. 
But if these critics would read the New 
Testament carefully, they would surely, if 
they are honest, be nonpulsed over the 
fact that Jesus was at home in the hand­ 
somely furnished synagogues and richly 


adorned temple of his own day. Surely 
t ere was rever ceremonial more cor­ 
p u s or display more lavish than th itfto 
whudi he was accustomed as a.Jew , and 
in the midst ot which he grew up, * iu - 
creasing in wisdom and stature and in 
tavor with God and man.’ ”

C hristianity, we believe, is 
to become 
more and more practical, and more closely 
identified with human iife and interest. It 
will not surrender its immortal hopes, but 
it w ill become more and more a religion of 
this world. 
The Kingdom of God which 
it seeks to bring in will lie a state to be 
realized now and here. 
It will be less a 
religion of tradition and more a religion 
of experience. 
W ith the disappearance of 
asceticism, 
monachism 
and 
literalism, 
Christianity will become more joyous, less 
Puritasic, more ryoMiathetic with whole­ 
some recitation • (ess divided from the rea!

“Some of the daily journals are greatly 
disturbed,” says the New Y’ork Examiner, 
“over what ministers are doing in the Peo­ 
ple's M unicipal League. 
Two or three 
prom inent elergvmen have been closely 
identified with it, and many have greeted 
it with expressions of hearty sympathy. 
This is regarded by certain editorial cen­ 
sors with grave disapproval and alarm 
They fear that the religious interests of 
the community are going to suffer. 
They 
pathetically beg the preachers not to 
deprive their longing congregations of 
the bread of spiritual 
life, and 
oiler 
them 
instead 
the stones of 
political 
discussion. 
They draw lurid pictures of 
‘caucus’ praver-meetings, and 
shudder- 
ingly anticipate campaign harangues in 
place of sermons. 
We would not asperse 
the sincerity of this edifying zeal for pure 
and undefiled religion by suggesting that 
it proceeds from quarters where the M u­ 
nicipal League—with its ‘clerical annex’ 
—is regarded as hostile to partisan aims. 
But we do protest against the assump­ 
tion 
that 
ministers violate any deco­ 
rum of their office hv interesting them ­ 
selves in public affairs. P arty leaders they 
should, of course, never become; but lead­ 
ers of thought in reference to the duties 
of citizenship, as well as in other direc­ 
tions, they are bound to be. 
They not 
only have the right, like other men, to 
take their active part in w hat concerns 
the welfare of the places they live in 
and the country at large, b u t'they are 
pledged by the very position they hold 
to special attention and diligence in m at­ 
ters of that sort. 
They must illustrate 
the bearing of religious truth upon these 
things by fearless practice as well as by 
faithful preaching. 
We have heard of 
the church where notice was given of a 
service at which no men would lie ad­ 
mitted, only ‘women and clergymen.1 But 
we believe that most churches nowadays 
have no use for ministers who are not 
men as well.” 


D isc o v eries at P o m p eii. 
A t Pompeii some mural paintings of 
more than ordinary interest have recently 
been disclosed. 
In the eighth region, be­ 
tween Nos. 1G and 21 of the Second In­ 
sula, Via III. and IV., the remarkable dis­ 
covery has been made of a house five 
stories high. 
The upper floor, which is 
entered from the higher level formed by a 
mound of prehistoric lava, is profusely 
decorated, and the principal hall displays 
on one wall the m yth of Iiellerophon, a 
nude figure who, holding with one hand 
the bridle of his hor^e, is in the act of re­ 
ceiving the letter and orders of King Prie­ 
tas, who is seated on a throne before him . 
The lower part of the house, looking to­ 
ward Stabicc and the sea. was used as a 
bathing establishment. 
Three steps lead 
into the frigidarium, which is perfect, the 
lower part of the surrounding walls being 
painted blue, and the upper red. The m id­ 
dle of the right wall is occupied by a 
picture representing a nymph, semi-nude, 
borne over the waves on a sea-horse. 
The- 
horizontal band dividing the blue from the 
red surface is a kind of frieze of comic or 
caricature scenes, representing dwarfs and 
pigmies, in scenery evidently of the N ile 
country, fighting with various animals. 
One dwarf is in the act of throwing a large 
stone at an ib is; while another is trying 
to save by drawing to the land a figure 
(probably a woman) fallen into the river, 
when, seized liim -elf by a crocodile, he has 
tied him self with a rope to another dwarf, 
standing behind, who is striving with, 
might and main to prevent his comrade 
from being drawn down into the water.— 
London Atherurum.

THE HEW A S P THE OLD IDEALS. 


Referring to th e modern novel, the real­ 
istic style th at prevents sature as we know 
it and love it, and gives us what the Simss- 
Dcmocrai of New Orleans denominates 
“dry plate literature,” th at journal asks, 
“How many of us would be willing to ex­ 
change the heroes and herecnes of the 
realistic school of fiction for the heroes 
and heroines we know and knew of in real 
life ?” 
For one we reply th at not one 
human being known to us would for a mo­ 
m ent contemplate the exchange. 
It is 
true th at the hard and fast realism of 
modern 
romantic literature 
th at 
dis­ 
courses by the rule and plummet, has a 
tendency to create for us beings who in 
real life would be most unlovely. 
The 
journal referred to sighs as it exclaims: 
W hat a sorry procession of ioriorn dam sels it 
is th at stretches out beiore the m ental vision as 
we glance back over those weary leagues of 
prim er's ink! And how hsp lessth e fate allotted 
them by their stem creators! Verily, it is be'ter 
to fall into the hands of the living God than 
into the hands of the realistic novel-writer. But 
w hat is the m atter w ith them ail! Is joy dead, 
or have thev all contracted blood-p ison from 
too constant' devotion to the dissecting table? 
Or is it possibly only a fashion they ieel com­ 
pelled to iollow beeaus' it is set by the French. 
Just as. because in England, w here lhe|suu sel 
dom shines and tb s clouds perpetual.}- torearen, 
it is the stvle to w aik about w ith a little um ­ 
brella rolled into the m ost com part lorm, we 
m ay see girls and young m en w alking about 
under our own blazing skies w ith th e sam e ap­ 
pendage carried uselessly in his hand instead of 
over the head? There used tQ be w riters—and 
once in a while even now we come upon one, 
though not am ong those accounted famous— 
who had, and have still, th e art ot putting into 
their work a certain quality o! freshness and 
joyousness so catching as to give a delightlul 
tiillip to the blood of th eir readers and bring a 
sm ile to the lip and a sparkle to the eye 
But 
who laughs now adays over a novel, or cries 
either, lor thai m atter, though they are m elan­ 
choly enough, heaven knows? Or rather let us 
say despairing, for th eir woes are utterly w ith­ 
out remedy. 
But our contemperary takes heart in the 
faith th at the day of this style of “ro­ 
m antic” w riting is to have an early sunset. 
It cannot endure, for human nature is 
stronger than realistic writing, and the 
heart truer than the pulseless fancies of 
these people^who picture for us impossible 
beings. 
W e could wish th at our contemporary 
had carried its criticism beyond the realm 
of modern rom antic literature, and have 
touched the quick also of modern play- 
writing, which has also fallen under the 
baneful influence of the new school. 
For 
the fact is, th at we have no more the 
splendid heroes and the lovely heroines of 
real flesh and blood, and real human na­ 
ture, such as the earlier school gave us, 
pulsing with life, true to it and to nature. 
No, we are treated nowadays to stage peo­ 
ple that are little more than silhouettes, 
cut out with precision to be sure, but as 
rigid and as devoid of real life as so many 
automatons. The 
emotional dram a 
is 
given nowadays with a tension th at is 
wearisome and mournful ; in sheer despair 
we rush to the other extrem e and find re­ 
laxation in the thoughtless, loose and often 
unchaste farce-eomedy — whatever 
that 
may mean—a title th at is intended to 
exalt farce at the, expense of comedy, but 
which succeeds only in degrading the 
latter. 
The old ideals may be very old fashionc-d, 
very much to the distaste of modern 
tastes, they may not at all suit the pert 
miss or the too-knowing young woman of 
society of this day, or yet the precocious 
youth of the lim e whose sensibilities so 
often need powerful stim ulants, and are 
more moved by an im pudent retort by the 
souberette than by the hum an expression 
of a genuine artist. 
Still, the old ideals 
were rich and noble and human, and 
measured man as something more than an 
animal, and woman as something better 
than a dresser or an emotionally explosive 
and tearful figure of the stage. 
But there 
are hopeful sigqg th at the old ideals are to 
be again realized, th at the true is to dis­ 
place the false upon the stage, just as the 
realistic writers in literature are to give 
place to those who are more human and 
less analytical, who do not demand that 
every interpretation of impulse, every 
manifestation of genius and every flight of 
im agination is to be put to the scalpel of 
the critic of methods and of the square 
and compass. 


T h e New York 
World, commenting 
upon the electoral qualification in the new 
Constitution proposed for Mississippi, ad­ 
mits th at “it willbeeasyforelectionofficers, 
who must, of course, be the judges of each 
voter’s qualification, to apply one test of 
‘understanding’ to w hite illiterates and 
quite another to blacks. 
The ability to 
read is measurable, but the question how 
far a man understands w hat is read to him 
is much 
more difficult, and 
it is 
at 
least possible for interpretation in such a 
case to be very unfair. 
It is for the white 
people of Mississippi to see to it that no 
unfair advantage is taken under this sin­ 
gularly vague and elastic provision. If they 
do this conscientiously, the new require­ 
ment will secure the State against the 
danger of ignorant rule. 
If the clause is 
enforced with im partiality, it will end the 
race conflict; if it is unfairly applied, it 
will only intensify that conflict.” 
B ut does not the World know th at it is 
intended to enforce the clause unfairly ? 
It was openly stated by the originator, 
that it was intended to control the elections 
and repress the vote of the freedman.

Poor old Guichemerre was far ftom gay 
on the day of which I write, as he stood 
alone before his fire of vine-shoots, warm­ 
ing his trem bling palms and nervously 
rubbing them together, while almost every 
moment he glanced toward the little ave­ 
nue th at led to his door. 
“Never a soul ’’’ m uttered he, sorrow­ 
fully shaking his hoary head, and running 
his fingers through the scanty beard which 
encircled his ruddy cheeks. 
Then he be­ 
gan once more to warm his hands before 
the blazing knots in the fireplace. 
G uichemerre was a health officer, and 
for more than fifty years had been sta­ 
tioned at Saint-Leon. 
H e was a worthy 
man—not very learned, to be sure— who 
had cured his patients as well as the next 
one, and whose supreme ambition was to 
become the Mayor of his commune. 
T his beautiful dream was not so impos­ 
sible as one m ight suppose ; 
for, although 
only a health officer, Guichemerre counted 
some glorious events in his life. 
The good 
people of Saint-Leon were ail somewhat 
indebted to him . 
For many years he had 
been the only doctor in the place, and the 
number of colds, inflammations and stom­ 
ach troubles th at he had cured, or aggra­ 
vated, would be difficult to reckon.

And, it must be admitted, the humble 
officer was totaliy ignorant of the intricate 
formulas of the modern materia medica. H e 
bad a few prim itive recipes wnich he had 
used from his youth, and although they 
m ight perhaps have been efficacious in 
times gone by, they were now quite out of 
date, and the new comer declared them of 
no virtue whatever. 
In this way Guichemerre lost more than 
one-third of his practice.

T here were som e curious proceeoings in 
the Courts in early days, and occasionally 
they come to light through th e m edium «f 
old files of new spapers. 
One day a fellow 
nam ed D onks was tried 
í d Y uba City f r 
entering a m iner's ten t and stealing a bag 
of gold dust valrred at $S4. 
T b e testim ony 
show ed th at he had w orked for th e m iner, 
knew w here th e m oney was kept, and that 
one n ig h t he cut a slit in th e tent, reached 
in w ith h ij arm and stole th e m oney. 
T he chief w itness for the prosecution wr. 
Jim B uller, w ho testified that he rs ' 
D onks in the act of extracting th e bag u. 
dust. 
Counsel for th e prisonor addressed 
the Court as follows : 
“ May it please your H onor, th e in d ict­ 
m ent is not sustained, and I dem and the 
dism issal of th e case. 
T he charge against 
the prisoner is that he entered a dw elling 
in the night tim e w ith in ten t to steal. 
The 
testim ony is d e a r th at he m ade »;. open 
ing, through w hich he protruded him se’f 
about bait way, and stretching out his arm 
com m itted the’ theft. 
B ut the indictm ent 
actually charges him w ith entering the 
dw elling, or tent. 
Now, your H onor, can 
a m an be said to nave entered a house 
w hen o n'y one h a lf of his body w as in and 
tbe other h a lf o ut ?” 
Judge—"I shBll leave the whole m atter 
w ith tb e ju ry . 
They m ust judge of the 
law and th e fact as proved.” 
T he ju ry brought in a verdict of guilty 
as to one-halt oi his body from the waist 
up, and not guilty as to th e other half. 
T he Judge sentenced the guilty b aif to 
tw o years' im prisonm ent, leaving it to the 
prisoner’9 option to have the innocent h alf 
cut off or take it along w ith him . 
Ou the night ofS eptem btr 30th asen- 
satioual shooting affray occurred near this 
city, w hich cam e near term inating in a 
case ot lynching. 
It took place at H u b ­ 
bard’s G ardens betw een W illiam H. Brown, 
a livery stable keeper, and W illiam Mc­ 
Gee, route agent of the Daily Democrat and 
Forem an of th e N eptune H ose Com pany. 
T he m en quarreled over the right to a seat 
on th e outside of a hack w hich was just 
about to siart for the city. 
McGee struck 
Brown, w ho jum ped off the ¡rack, drew his 
pistol aud shut McGee in the forehead. The 
wounded m an fell into the arm s of the 
driver, Jam es V era, w hile officer C. P . 
O'N eil, w ho was present, arrested Brown 
and disarm ed him . 
McGee was placed in ­ 
side tb e hack and driven to the city. 
As 
soon as the firem en heard of the shooting 
thev assem bled at T hird and J streets and 
were discussing the affair, w hen word cam e 
th at Brown was being taken dow n I street 
to the City Jail. 
A hundred excited m en 
rushed over to T hird and I streets, w here 
officer O 'N eil soon 
appeared 
w ith his 
prisoner. 
T he firemen m ade a rush for tbe 
latter, crying, “ K ill him I” 
"H an g h im !” 
"Shoot him !" etc , and in an instant O’Neil 
and his prisoner were com pletely su r­ 
rounded. 
Above the noise the voice ol the 
officer could be heard crying out, "Stand 
back, or I'll shoot y o u !” 
O 'N eil’s nerve 
had the desired effect, and he succeeded in 
getting his prisoner safely to the jail, l ’.row n 
in the m eantim e cryingout "M u rd er!” H e 
was nearly exhausted from fear and excite­ 
m ent by the tim e he reached th e jail. 
A little incident occurred during 
the State Fain th at caused a young gentle­ 
m an from Colusa to q u it the city on short 
notice. 
H is narae was R. P. Glass, nnd he 
was on his way w ith som e friends to the 
Pavilion w hen, at Sixtii and L streets, he 
overtook a youDg w om an carrying a child 
in her arms'. 
She spoke to Glass, saying 
th at she had suddenly been taken ill. and 
asked him if h e w ould not carry the in ­ 
fant as far as the Pavilion. 
Glass being a 
gallant voung m an, prom ptly relieved tbe 
young m other of her burden, and w hen he 
and his friends reached the l ’avilion he 
turned about to deliver up his charge, but 
the m other was not there—she had slipped 
away aud left the child w ith hint. 
W hat 
Glass did w ith th e babe could not be 
learned, but he disposed of it som ehow and 
struck o ut for th e w ilds of Colusa the n est 
day. 
lie could not s:aud the guying of his 
friends. 
R eferring to the oration by E d­ 
m und R andolph before tire Sau FruDcisco 
Pioneers in I860, in w hich reference was 
m ade to Capiain J. S. Sm ith, an early ex­ 
plorer 
of 
th e 
Pacific 
coast, 
T hom as 
Sprague, w riting from Genoa to the U nion, 
said he w eli rem em bered Sm ith. 
T he lat­ 
ter was the first w hile m an tlral ever w eut 
overland from the States to California. 
In 
Ihe em ploy of the A m erican F u r Com pany 
be m ade tbe trip in 1825, crossing the Sierra 
Nevada near the Truckee liver. 
H e trav­ 
ersed the country southw ard to Sau Diego, 
aud returned by way of Mono lake. 
In 
th at vicinity S m ith discovered gold, and 
took som e specim ens back w ith him to the 
encam pm ent on Green river. 
T he com ­ 
pany sent S m ith b ick to C alifornia th e fol­ 
low ing year, w ith a large party of m en. to 
prospect and develop th e gold fields. 
B ut 
Indians attacked aud killed S m ith and 
m ost of his party, 
and 
the com pany 
abandoned further efforts in th at direction. 
Sacram ento bad a rt critics thirty 
years ago, as she has now. 
One of these 
gentry connected w ith a local paper u n d er­ 
took to criticise som e of th e w orks of art 
on exhibition at the S'.ate F a ir w ith the 
sam e air of superiority th at som e of the 
present day a rt critics assum e. 
H e was 
especially severe on one of the artists [Mrs. 
N. W . Cole] for ‘ im posing on th e D irect­ 
ors and the public by trying to nal in off a 
lithograph for an oil painting.” 
W hen the 
iady explained, through tbe colum ns of the 
Union th at w hat the alleged critic had as­ 
serted to be a lithograph was sim ply a 
crayon sketch, the w hole town laughed. 
T he critic got leave of absence and went 
into the country for a m onth. 
W hen the City and County Super­ 
visors went into an election for certain offi­ 
cials the first week in October, 1860, Eli 
M ayo was a candidate for re-election as 
Poundm aster. 
H e 
was som ew hat su r­ 
prised w hen he found th at sem e m em ber 
of the Board was supporting ex-U nited 
States Senator W. M. Gw in for the sam e 
place. 
T he B oard, how ever, generously 
elected M ayo by a sm all m ajority. T be 
sim e waggish Supervisors also voted fur 
John B. W eller for Superintendent of the 
Cemetery, and cam e n ear electing him over 
R. P . Jacobs. 
R eferring to the failure of th e 
English irop crop in I860, the U nion tiren 
prophesied: 
“ AU countries th at are sub­ 
ject in the sum m er season to violent rains 
and sudden changes of w eather are in a 
m easure unfit for the cuilivation of hops. 
California wili yet be the quarter to w hich 
all will look for the best quality of this 
article.” 
T he prophecy has been alm ost 
fulfilled already. 
Jerom e C. Davis created a sensa­ 
tion in loca! horse circles by paying $6,000 
for a one-half interest in tb s stallion R at­ 
tler.

News had ju st been received of the 
capture of G eneral W alker, "th e gray-eyed 
nran of destiny,” otherw ise know n as a 
filibuster, w ith Colonel R udler and eighty 
of his m en, in H onduras. 
W alker aud 
R udler had been sentenced to be shot. 
One day d a tin g th e reces a t the 
Y olo P ark coti:se 
F ran k M alone, the 
stable-keeper, aud M ike B rannigan, the 
notorious hackm an, w ere arrested by one 
D . S. Campbell ou charges to m urder. 
C am pbeti was badly beaten. 
T he M oD um entais o f San F ra n ­ 
cisco were the first firem en in th e State to 
try n siesta engine. 
T hey procured a 
“ steam er.” and gave the first public trial 
on the 1st of October, 1860. 
It was w it­ 
nessed by thousands of people. 
It was deem ed w orthy cf rem ark 
by the press in those days th a t a Sacra­ 
m ento vinevardist was shipping a ton of 
grapes daily to San Francisco. 
Now Sac­ 
ram ento grapes are shipped daily by the 
carload.

eastern slope of th e Rocky m ountains. 
The im pression is gaining strength that 
th e 
deal 
w as consum m ated 
w ith 
the 
view of bringing about th e form ation of a 
gigantic railw ay trust or com bination of all 
th e roads betw een Chicsgo and the Pacific 
Coast. 
T he railroad situation in the W est is in 
a m ore dem oralized condition th an ever 
before, and unless a pool or com bine is 
speedily form ed th at w ill insure the m ain ­ 
tenance of high rates, m any roads w ill be 
pu shed to th e wall. 
To save them selves from serious losses 
th e bankers w ho invested heavily in the 
W estern roads, shortly after the form ation 
of the "G entlem an s A ssociation,” have 
been com pelled to invest still m ore heav- 
Ry* 
. 
W ith this end in view, the St. Louis and 
S an Francisco and the Colorado M idland 
lately have been acquired by the Santa Fe. 
T h e principal obstacle in the way of the 
consum m ation of the bankers’ schem e is 
th e U nion Pacific and the N orthw estern 
com bination. 
A gainst the latter the arrow s of the 
bankers seem directed. 
All 
th e other 
W estern roads have been sufficiently sub­ 
jugated to enter into any arrangem ent 
th at the bankers m ay propose. 
Jay Gould 
appears to be in full accord w ith them , 
b ut the N orthw estern-U nion Pacific com ­ 
bination stands ont against th e bankers. 
T he backing of the Y andeibilts gives the 
latter com bination such strength th at it 
cannot he dislodged w ithout a serious con­ 
flict. 
The U nion Pacific, since its alliance w ith 
the N orthw estern, or rath er the V anderbilt 
com bine, has been encroaching upon the 
territory of the Santa Fe and G ould lines 
in all directions. 
It has obtained outlets iDto Texas both 
from D enver and O m aha and is now ex­ 
tending the U tah Southern from Frisco, 
U tah, to the Mojave connection of the 
Santa Fe w ith the Southern Pacific, tap ­ 
ping the latter at Ogden and the Mojave. 
The U nion Pacific N orthw estern com bina­ 
tion w ould stand invincible and be able to 
control nearly all the California traffic by 
encom passing an alliance w ith the South­ 
ern Pacific. 
To spoil such a gam e seem s to have been 
th e object of the Santa Fe people when 
they secured control of th e Colorado Mid 
land line. 
If they secure the D enver and R io G rande 
W estern also they w ili have a line through 
to Salt Lake City and Ogden, w here tbey 
can retaliate against the U nion Pacific- 
N orthw estern com bination if the 
latter 
attem pts to show fight at M ojave w hen 
they get there, or try to engineer an e i' 
elusive arrangem ent w ith the Southern P a 
cific. 
T he issue is nothing m ore nor less than 
a test of strength betw een the bankers, 
aided by Jay G ould and nearly all of the

The 
rain of last M onday did but very little m a­ 
terial dam age to the green fruit, w ith the 
exception of wine grapes, w hich were dam ­ 
aged to som e extent. 
Peach shipm ents 
are nearly over for the season, last week 
being th e culm inating point. 
T he rain 
had nothing to do w ith peach shipm ents 
slacking up. 
In fact, th e w eathei lately 
has done w onders tow ard saving the crop. 
T he slight dam age done w ill not be felt to 
any degree. 
The rain com pelled a great m any w ho 
w ould have dried th eir w ine grapes to sell 
them to th e wineries, w ith the result th at 
instead of makiDg an overstocked m arket 
in dried erapes and a possible great decline 
in price, the grapes already dried will come 
into consum ption. 
If they had persisted 
in drying the grapes they had intended, 
there w ould have been tw ice as m uch as 
the m arket could stand at the present high 
prices. 
T he grow ers will not lose anything 
jy it, for the reason th at the grapes they 
are now selling to th e w ineries they can 
^et from $4 to $5 per ton m ore th an at the 
beginning of the season had the grapes 
been sold to the wineries. 
There has been a marked advance in 
dried apricots in the last few days, as they 
are entirely cleaned up. 
This advance hasj 
also extended to the Eastern market, as 
they are getting 
gradually cleaned up 
there. 
At the same tim e dried peaches 
have been declining in price and the mar­ 
ket has been very weak. 
It is expected, 
however, th»t on account of tbe scarcity of 


dried apricots, peaches w ill also respond, 
and that the market within a few weeks 
w ill show a marked advance from present 
figures in dried peaches, as, ow ing to the 
high prices paid by canners the last month 
or so, the drying of peaches has stopped 
entirely, and "the market is now cleaned 
up very closely. 
It is only a question of 
tim e when the Eastern market will re­ 
spond, as the peaches which are held at 
the present tim e are in veiy strong hand?. 
Emery E. Sm ith, editor of th e California 
Fruit Grower, has received private advices 
from the fruit-grow ing districts w hich con­ 
firm th e above. 
W ine grapes are injured 
to som e extent and table grapes have not 
suffered at all. 
If th e w eather rem ains 
clear and dry shipm ents will continue all 
through this m onth. 
W inter prunes and 
late peaches will yet go through. 
From 
F resuo but little inform ation can be ob­ 
tained, as they have been very caretul since 
tb eir experience of last year how reports 
shall be sent out.

account of the death of Falstafi the sharp­ 
ness of the nose, the coldness of the feet, 
gradually extending upward; the picking 
at the bedclothes, are accurately described. 
For some time before death indications 
of its approach become apparent. 
Speech 
grows thick and labored, the hands, if 
raised, fall instantly, the respiration is diffi­ 
cult, the heart loses its power to propel the 
blood to its extremities, which conse­ 
quently become cold, a clammy moistuf? 
oozes through the pores of the skip, the 
voice grows weak and husky or piping, 
tbe eyes begin to lose their luster. 
In death at old age there is a gradual 
dulling of all the bodily senses and of 
many of the mental faculties; memory 
fails, judgment wavers, imagination goes 
out like a candle. 
The muscles and tend­ 
ons get stiff, the voice breaks the cords of 
the tabernacle are loosening. Small noises 
irritate, sight becomes dim, nutrition goes 
on feebly, digestion is impaired, the secre­ 
tions are insufficient, or vitiated, or cease, 
capillary circulation is clogged. 
Finally 
the central organ of the circulation comes 
to a stop, a full stop, and this stoppage 
means a dissolution. 
This is the death of 
old age, which few attain to. 
Many people have an idea that death is 
necessarily painful, even agonizing, but 
there is no reason whatever to suppose that 
death is a more painful process than birth. 
It is because, in a certain projtortion of 
cases, dissolution is accompanied by a visi­ 
ble spasm and distortion of the counte­ 
nance that the idea exists, but it is as 
nearly certain as anything can te that 
these distortions of the facial muscles are 
not only painless, but take place uncon­ 
sciously. 
In many instances, too, a coma­ 
tose or semi-comatose state supervenes, and 
it is altogether probable that more or less 
complete unconsciousness then prevails. 
We have, too, abundant evidence of people 
who have been nearly drowned and resus­ 
citated, and they all agree in the state­ 
ment that after a few moments of painful 
struggling, fear and anxiety pass away and 
a state of tranquillity succeeds. 
They see 
visions of green fields, and in some cases 
hear pleasing music ; and so far from be­ 
ing miserable their sensations are delight­ 
ful. 
But where attempts at resuscitation 
are successful the resuscitated persons al­ 
most invariably protest 
against 
being 
brought back to life, and declare that re­ 
suscitation is accompanied by physical 
pain and acute mental misery. 
Death is a fact which every man must 
personally experience, and consequently is 
of universal interest; and as facts are facts, 
the wiser course is to look them squarely 
in the face, for necessity is coal biack and 
death keeps no calendar. 


T h e “ H a n g in g J u d g e . ” 
_ Three men have earned this undesirable 
title. 
The first was Sir Francis Page, a 
merciless Justice of the first half of the 
eighteenth century, who is said to have 
condemned over 600 men. 
The second 
was the Farl of Norbury, who was Chief 
Justice of the Court of Common Pleas in 
Ireland from 1820 to 1827, and who con­ 
ducted the proceedings of his court on the 
idea that his business was to condemn the 
accused as quickly and with as little for­ 
mality as possible. 
The third, and he who 
best deserved the name, was the infamous 
Jeffries, who, in 168-5, held what were 
known, even in his own time, as the 
“Bloody Assizes.” 
After the defeat of the 
Duke of Monmouth in the battle of Sedge- 
moore, Jeffries was sent to the West of 
England for the purpose of hanging the 
rebels. 
He was accompanied by troops, 
haDgmen and an abundance of rope. 
“We 
shall need plenty of it,” he said before 
leaving London, and in a few weeks he 
condemned and executed upward of 300 
men and women. 
Hundreds more were 
fined, imprisoned or whipped at the cart’s- 
tail by the hangmen, and more than a 
thousand were sent out to America as 
slaves. 
On the flight of James II. Jeffries 
tried to escape, but was arrested and com­ 
mitted to the Tower. 
None, even of his 
former friends, came to see him, and he 
deemed himself forgotten, till one day an 
oyster cask arrived. 
“Thank God, I have 
one friend left,” he said, but was mistaken, 
for the barrel contained, in cruel jest, only 
oyster shells and a stout rope tied in a 
hangman's knot. 
Soon after this incident 
Jeffries died in prison of drunkenness. H is 
character is depicted in masterly style by 
Macaulay.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
